are not overly anxious to deal with 
during these piosperous coke times. 


Baltimore is the 
most 
desirable 


port for exporting coal and coke, and 
not a -week pusses without at least 
one vessel leaving; there coal or coke 
laden and frequently the number will 
reach four. 


,Tho coal, and coke comes from the 


mines in Western Marjland, West Vir- 
pinia and the Connellsville iceclon over 


. the Baltimore & Ohio railroad. Some 


has been sent, there for export over 
the Western Maryland, which through 
Us ownership of the West Virginia 
Central & Fittsbtirg railroad, is ena- 
bled to get a good portion of tho coal 
mined 
in West Virginia 
Both the 


"Western Maryland and Baltimore & 
Ohio have Jmmenso coal piers at Bal- 
timore to facilitate in the loading of 
vessels. 


The coal exported from Baltimore is 


sent principally to Mexico and Cuba. 
Occasionally a cargo goes to Europe 
or South America, hut by far tho major 
portion is shipped" to Mexico. . The 
cargoes average, as a rule, about 5 000 
tons. Sometim'es a vessel will cany 
halt coke and half coal. 


To the Consolidation Coal Company 


and its ^.controlled corporations, the 
Fairmont and Somerset coal compan- 
ios, belongs ranch of the credit for 


• uulltling up the expoit coal Lrado of 


the port. 
It has nil been built up 


within about the last four years. 


The 
Consolidation, 
Fairmont and 


Somerset companies export, all their 
coal through Baltimore. 
They find It 


more advantageous to use this port 
than any other on the Atlantic, sea- 
board. Then, too. C. W. Watson and 
Jere Wheelwright, President and Vice 
President respectively of the 
three 


companies, are firm believers in the 
future of the city. 


. The Consolidation Company adopted 
unusual methods when it started out 
to build up an export Iriule 
Mexico 


and Cuba were large consumers of 
coal, and imported practically alt the 
fuel used. Until the Consolidation en- 
tered the field they had secured much 
of their supply from England. Sone 
had also been shipped by Alabama 
coal companies. 
The Consolidation, 


howeyer, claimed supei lor qualities for 
its fuel, and to prove its assertion sent 
Its own men to each of the countries 
to which it net out to capture the coal 
trade to teach the native firemen how 
to use the fuel. 
Stiange as it may 


seem to the average layman, there are 
various ways oC burning coal 
to 


achieve the best results 
The coal 


shipped possessed different qualities 
from that srnt from England, and 
tho Consolidation feared that unless 
its own men were ,Lt the places to 
which It wa-i sent the best results 
would not be obtained.

contracts wirh corporations in Mex 
Ico and Cuba for the supplying of 
coal, and expects to increase the trade 
each year. 


It Is impossible at the present time 


to tell just how great tho increase will 
bo at the end of tho year over 1903, 
A good idea can bo had. however, by 
going over the export ledgers kept at 
the Maritime Exchange. 
While no 


statistics are prepared thcie about 
the trade, the figures can be obtained 
by going over the books from day to 
day. A study of the coal and coko ex- 
ports since January 1 last shows that 
up to November 12 the coal exports 
were 387.305 tons, against 3MJJ2 tons 
•for the 1!J mouths last year, an in- 
crease of 48.183 tons. 
The coke ex- 


ports to that date were 50,045 %tons. 
ngatnst 23,700 tons for 1903, an In- 
crease of 2-i,S<15 tons. 
Tho value of 


the coal and coke exports to Novein. 
bor 12 totaled $1.142,071.50, against 
$352,'125.36 in 1905, an Increase of $190,- 
54.9.14.. 


The exports have been quite heavy 


during tho lail few months. 
This is 


due in part to the fact that some of 
tho coal mining companies have since 
the early summer secured big eou- 
tracts with foreign manufacturing con- 
cerns for coal. 
July was the bnnnor 


month, the exports being as follows: 
Coal, 53,442 tons; coko. 5,500 tons, 
against 13,312 tons oE coal iu July. 
1905. and 3,153 tons of coko m that 
Tuonth.
